ACHIEVING THE OPPOSITE. 
The Maxey bill,.now on its way through the Mis- 
souri Legislature, a measure proposing to. use /valua- 
tion of public utilities for rate making purposes as a 
basis for tax assessment, overlooks the essential fact 
that taxes today are charged to operating expenses 
and therefore must be paid not by the utility but 
by the consumer. 
Mr. Maxey, who is a Representative from Bates 
County, thinks such a practice would be to pay the 
utilities off in their own coin.

Nor would it be anything less than 
special legislation to single out the property of the 
utilities for such assessment when all other property 
is assessed at about 70 per cent of its value.

HELD NO OFEASE 


U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals Reverses Conspiracy 
Conviction of Charred 
Barrel Dealers, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 11.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Fifth Circuit decided 
yesterday that a defendant cannot 
be held as a member of a conspir- 


acy to violate the prohibition law 
upon proof merely, that he had 
knowledge of, or negatively ac- 
quiesced in, a violation about to be 
committed. 

Reversing a, decision of the, Dis- 
trict Court at Ww , Tex., in which 
three men dealing in fruit jars and 
charred barrels werg convicted of 
conspiracy, the/Circuit Court of 
Appeals in an opinion by Circuit 
Judge Nathan P. Bryan held that 
in order to fasten guilt upon one 
accused of being a co-conspirator 
it was necessary to prove that he 
actively participated in the con- 
spiracy. 

The men, Silvian McDonald, 
wholesale house manager at Corsi- 
cana, Tex., rand two retail dealers at 
Young, Tex., Marion Coates and 
Roger Young, were given short 
prison sentences by the District 
Court but the appeals court freed 
them and automatically closed the 
cases. 

Judge Richard W. Walker in the 
one dissenting opinion held that “a 
party to an agreement to bring 
about the commission of a crime is 
subject to a criminal charge of 
conspiracy, though he does nothing 
mor@ than to sell the articles. that 
are designed for use in the viola- 
tion of the law.”

‘of whom are blind, will repre- 
sent about 35 countries. The 
conference was calied by Presi- 
dent Hoover at the instance vf 
the American Foundation for the 
Blind. There are about 5,000,- 
000 blind in the world, of which 
about 114,000 are in the United 
States. 

The movement, now s0 well 
organized and embracing almost 
all the world, is partly humani- 
tarian and partly edticational. 
It has transformed the blind 
person from ignorance, incapac- 
ity and misery into a productive 
unit of society. Those to whom 
the world would be forever 
closed are reclaimed. An almost 
barren existence becomes eco- 
nomically and intellectually 
fruitful. 

Closely allied are the highly 
successful efforts in the preven- 
tion of blindness, Scores of spe- | 
cial schools now exist‘for edu- 
cating these afflicted people and 
throygh the system of Braille 
printing, on which the Federal 
Government now expends $1900,- 
000 ‘annually. More and more 
literature is available to them. 
All the problems are not solved, 
but human Drotherhood is mak- 
ing remarkuble progress in the 
field of relief where concrete 
results are s certain and imme- 
diate. .

ROBERT GOULD SHAW ODIES 


Noted as Collector of LAterature 
Relating to the Stage.

BROOKLINE, Mass., April 11.-— 
Robert Gould Shaw, collector of 
literature relating to the stage, and 
curator of the Harvard theater col- 
lection, died at his home here yes- 
terday.

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SUBJECT frequently agitated 
A in letters to the newspapers, es- 
pecially during periods of great 
unemployment, is that of married 
women working; holding jobs that 
might otherwise be had by men 
with families dependent upon them 
or by unmarried women dependent 
upon their own earnings for liveli- 
hood. 

The agitators usually are un- 
married wage earners, wives and 
mothers of men out of work, or, 
as has happened, an employer of 
labor who announces a rule against 
employing married women. That 
some corporations maintain this 
rule, while others go on employing 
women without reference to their 
domestic status argues there must 
be at least two sides to the question. 
The personne! executives of large 
corporations are those who can be 
depended upon as most likely to 
have studied the question. if ques- 
tion there be. Interviewing some 
of these, I found that most of them 
had given the matter thought and 
were able to advance angles not 
raised by even the most voluble of 
the agitators, for it is always from 
the economic viewpoint that the 
complaints are voiced, whereas 
most employers find a social prob- 
lem as well involved. 

There was, for example, an em- 
ployer who assumes as humanita- 
rian a view as any claimant for a 
more just apportionment of labor 
could wish. He declared he be- 
lieved that if he were to dis- 
miss all the married women on his 
vast payroll he would cause more 
financial distress than if he dis- 
missed all the unmarried ones. 

“There are fewer married wom- 
en working for pin money than un- 
married ones,”’ he declared. ‘“‘Mar- 
ried women are much more likely 
to have responsibilities and apply 
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—By MARGUERITE MARTYN— 


their earnings to more serious use. 

“We always put the question to 
an applicant for employment, ‘mar- 
ried or unmarried?’ If married, 
what circumstances impel her to 
seek a job. Usually she offers some 
vital, compelling reason. Children 
to provide for; financial reverses; 
mortgages to pay off; elderly de- 
pendents; younger brothers and 
sister to help; husband working 
irregularly or not making enough 
to get by. We used to think we 
could assume a paternalistic atti- 
tude and judge these things, but 
experience has taught us that no 
employer can set himself up as an 
arbiter of the needs of his employes 
without being imposed upon. 

“Even when, as in many cases, a 
woman tells us she doesn’t actually 
need to work,” he continued, “that 
she is just tired of being idle, play- 
ing bridge and otherwise wasting 
her time, dig down into the matter 
and we find usually there is real 
necessity as the motive. False 
pride has dictated an attitude of 
independence. A hesitancy to ad- 
mit that her husband is not mak- 
ing good.”

“If I posted a rule that as soon 
as a girl employe married it meant 
automatic dismissal, I’d probably 
find myself with a lot of immoral- 
ity to answer for. Either that or 
a lot of deception. They’d get mar- 
ried and go on working, keeping it 
secret.”’ 

My survey does not pretend to 
be exhaustive. It was limited to a 
few of the largest employers of 
female labor where established 
policies might affect large numbers 
of women. 

Most of those I interviewed as- 
sumed not to concern themselves 
with the social phase. Exceptions 
were found among the commercial 
banks, the railroads, one public 
service corporation and one large 
mail order house. These maintain 
a rule or a policy against employ- 
ing married women. Reasons of- 
fered were as follows: 

The prior rights of men as heads 
actual or’ potential heads of fami* 
lies to economic opportunity. The 
right of women to be supported by 
their husbands. The good of the 
race. The danger of undermining 
masculine self-respect, man’s sense 
of responsibility and obligatjon as 
the dominant sex. 

None of them offered as reasons 
lack of efficiency or dependability 
on the part of married women. That 
was to be regarded as an individ- 
ual problem. Divided interests 
were as apt to be a fault of the 
unmarried as the married woman, 
One employer observed that a 
woman was apt to give more at- 
tention to her work and less to the 
boy friend after marriage than be- 
fore. 

Where there is a rule against 
employing married women it seems 
to have gone into effect just fol- 
lowing the war, when there was a 
special effort to provide employ- 
ment for discharged soldiers. That 
is, excepting one public service cor- 
poration which lately claimed to 
have been moved by the present 
unemployment situation, and some 
other firms which followed its ex- 
ample. All these concerns acknow!l- 
edge that they make exceptions to 
their rule where a married woman 
can offer ‘some valid reason for 
working. And it is even said that 
some concerns maintain the rule as 
a convenience to apply only to em- 
ployes whose services are not re- 
quired, or as a means of reducing 
their staffs rather than helping the 
‘unemployment situation.

(and demanding and getting the 
chivalry due to ladies) and to re- 
peat the “business man’s’ state- 
ments, one only has to look in the 
homes of today to see what is left 
of them—wife either out working 
to help pay the bills; or out making 
a success of a career for herself or 
out to some matinee, meeting or 
madness, but never at home mak- 
ing home more homey and creating 
that which made the home what it 
used to be. Of course, I have been 
rather broad in my statements, but 
there are enough of these types to 
cast a shadow over the rest. 

And as the average person 
knows, by reading the newspapers 
and books and seeing the movies, 
how is he going to tell one from the 
other?

ized knowledge, experience, train- 
ing in which we have made an in- 
vestment. 

“We do not regard employment 
as charity,’’ he concluded. “If we 
did we would go down to the bread 
line and pick out the most needy 
to run our store.” 

The employment manager of a 
large shoe factory entirely dis- 
regarded the ‘social problem. 

‘No opinion,” he replied in 
answer to my questions. ‘“‘We buy 
labor as we would any other com- 
modity. We owe it to our stock- 
holders and the integrity of our 
product to make the best bargain 
and obtain the best material we 
can. In cases where a man and 
woman are applying for the same 
job, all things being equal, we 
would select the man. But things 
are never equal. Men are more 
dependable inasmuch as we can 
expect from them a longer period 
of service, but women with their 
recognized handicaps come cheaper. 

“As to a preference for un- 
married women to married wom-!| 
en, we do not go into that. The 
latter are just as efficient or they 
are not retained. It is the same 
as buying leather. We look for the 
best quality. We don’t ask whether 
the animals were raised by a poor 
man or a millionaire, a man or a 
woman stock raiser."’

HE personnel executive of a 
‘Parse public service corporation 
had somewhat the same views. 
“We have found by experience 
that to attain our objective, which 
is to provide good service as eco- 
nomically as possible, a high mo- 
rale must be maintained in our 
forces. We feel that to require 
the separation from our service of 
experienced women employes mere- 
ly because they had married, might 
tend to lower the morale as well 
as lessen the effectivenss of our 
organization. 

“In actual practice, the number 
of married women employed is rel- 
atively small.” 

Another employment manager 
for a public service company also 
stated it had been his observation 
that married women did not stick 
to their jobs longer than a few 
months. “Until their homes are 
established, their furniture paid for 
and they feel they can undertake 
to prove that two can live as 
cheaply as one with the wife re- 
maining at home and conserving 
the husband's earnings.
